Yesterdaj "we gave place to the 
Queonkland'^Act, ■which imposes a tax of 
£Z per annum on African and Asiatic 
aliens working in the mines, ami £10 
per annum on the same class who trade 
therein. It -will have been observed 
that that Act is a very differfent affair 
to the Bill, introduced into our Legisla- 
ture by- the ^Governnient. The latter 
virtually imposes a tax on whito men, 
whose goods and chattels may be seized 
and sold by the collector for the default 
of Chinamen to.pay.thoir tax,- the only 
penalty inflicted bh the"" Johns" being 
that they shall bo allowed to do all the 
vork on the roads for their board, 
while white laborers may -walk about 
with ompty stomachs looking in vain 
fov a job. Dr. Ash put the case well 
%!;^hen:-lie;Bhqvred that tiie -Bill if passed 
would, "reduce" labor to the level 
of slavery and bring white men to 
beggary and ruin. He fitly described 
the Bill as a disgrace to tlio Govern- 
ment. Under it the Chinese will 
flock to the country in shiploads, bo- 
cause it is proposed to furnish all who 
neglect or refuse to pay the tax with 
free board. In the winter season work 

* falls off in California and Oregon, and 
most of tlio Chinese laborers are board- 
ed by the companies who own them 
until labor is again in demand. This 
Bill presents an opportunity to those 
companies to relieve themselves of the 

• cost of hoarding their hands during the 
dull aea.son. Eureka ! Tliey will send 
them to BritLsh Columbia, where, to in- 
sure them " grub " for the -winter at 
public exponsej, they iiavo but to refuse 
to pay a tax which a wise and benefi- 
cent Government propose to impose. 
British Columbia would thus bo con- 
verted into a sort of Chinese heaven in 
which the Attorney-General would 
shine ns " Joss," supported by the lesser 
lights of the Finance and Secretary's 
Department. To the Clune.se this would 
be literally a land flowing with milk 
and honey ; and each Celestial as ho

A NEW MOTOR. 



The Bradley "Promothor"--"WTiat It 
si, Wbat it has Already Dozio, 
and "TThat is Olaimod for it. 

The Philadelphia Evening Sttlktin 
gives the following account of a new 
motive force, designed- to supersede 
steam, which appears to have rather 
more claim to genuineness than the 
Kceiy "discovery"; 

About a year ago the Bulktiii pup- 
lished a brief account of a new jlower 
that had been discovered, which, when 
properly utilized, would work-a wonder- 
ful change in the science of motors. 
Tlie subject was looked upon Avlth in- 
credulity at tlie time, and many well 
thinking people referred to the various 
attempts in tho same lino, as the Kcely 
motor, compressed air, electricity, etc., 
and .' predicted - that tUe new power 
would never he heard of again. That 
such did not turn out to be the ease is 
now a settled fact, as the new force has 
not only realized all that was chiinied 
for it but has exceeded the expectations 
of its most sanguine friends, and in a 
few days tho public will be afforded an 
opportunity of seeing the practical ill- 
ustration of the new power. 

The new power is tho discovery made 
by a clergyman of ^laryland named 
Bradley, and it has been in sueces.sful 
operation for six months. It is unde- 
fined, vaporous, decomposition, pro- 
duced by the action of water in contact 
with dry heat, the water in .operation 
being perfectly decomposed, and ef- 
fecting a chemical phenomenon dillicult 
of designation. The lieutiiig apparatus 
is enclosed in an air-tight chamber, tlie 
smoke being returned and consumed. 
There is consequently no discharge of 
smoke or cinders. Locomotives will 
no longer discharge their ofTensivc bur- 
dens in the eyes and cars and laps of 
travellers, nor the escape of tho steam 
boiler drown the voice of conversation. 
A machine of 100 horse-power does not 
occupy a greater space than six feet 
square, and as manyin height,and thrice 
that room will suffice for a machine of 
the power of .3,000 horses, and so on to 
any requirement whatever. 

While there is scarcely any limit to 
the power of this king of forces, it is so 
disposed to be perfectly harmless in its 
use. There can be no rupture further 
than the possible cracking of one or 
more of the generators, which are of 
very small size and nearly independent 
of each other. Mr. Bradley has pur- 
posely ruptured them under a pressurcfcf 
many thousand pounds, but there is no 
flying oir, and they are so constructed 
as to be movable at will. 

Two vessels have been fitted with 
this new motor, and a public inspection 
and trial trip will take place on the 
Delaware between' now and the 10th of 
July, when the yacht Robert D. 
Bradley will make an excursion to the 
capes of the Delaware. Tho inventor 
has had a boat in operation on the 
Chesapeake Bay, and after proving to 
the Government ofKcials that his power 
was non-explosive they were coin^iclled 
to clear his vessel from Baltimore with- 
out a license. Tho vessel now in use 
is forty-live feet long and ten feet beanr, 
but a larger one, the Laficrty, will soon 
be ready. An engineer who has had 
charge. of. the yessel states that he con- 
.siders it the safest, mo&i economical and 
powerful force in existence, and has no 
hesitation in stating that it will eventu- 
ally supersede steam in all departments 
of mechanical labor. The comparative 
consumption of fuel to produce tho 
same amount of force may be estimated 
generally at less than one-fourth of that 
required by the steam- engine; and tho 
cost of the Promethor, as nn engine, is 
in still less proportion, there being no 
bulky boilers, smoke-stacks or other 
heavy adjuncts. This inventor does not , 
believe that any useful power can 
developed from any natural elemerit 
without external aid or heat in some 
form, and thinks that he has economiz- 
ed that important element so that no 
machine can bo eimplified below the 



standard he has obtained in the con- 
sumption of fuel 

jNlr. L. ^lontgomery Bond, che Vice- 
President of tlie Bradley Promethor 
Company, states that no one who has 
seen it can doubt but that it will even- 
tually sujiersede tho use of steam, and 
deduces the following: Pirst, that the 
motor employed in this invention is a 
well-known agent, and one that is, be 
yond comparison, powerful in action 
and easy' of management Second, tliat 
tho mode of utilizing it is man-elously 
simiile, original, and perfect. Third, 
that its economy is marked, being as 
one to five, if not six or eight, in com- 
])arison with that of steam. Fourth, 
that it is managed .so as to be positively 
noii-e.xplosive and without : danger to 
any stage. Fifth, that the machine is 
suitable for all mechanical purposes; 
and finally, it is unlike anything else 
in the world of mechanics, and will ex- 
cite an interest in economies and revo- 
lutionize the present mode of propul- 
sion in every department of mechanical 
motion. Tho machine and its capacities 
are not simply a great invention; tlioy 
are an inspiration, utilizing the forces 
of nature by the principles of natural 
hiw.s, and conforming to the conceptions 
of man tho perfections of the Divine 
iiitollisence in His worka

Mr. Smitho moved tliat in tlie opinion 
of this House tho Government ought to 
bring dowi a Bill this session to provide 
for tho imposition of a compulsory mining 
license of twenty dollars per annum upon 
every Chineso person foUowing the occu- 
pation of gold mining in tho Province of 
British Columbia, in lieu of tlio Bill (Jso. 
5) now before the House; and this House 
furtlier reconunenda that the Government 
between now and next session prepare a 
measure to :uore fully and sati.sfactorily 
deal with tlie Cliinese question. The lion, 
genileman moved the resolution vnth the 
nope that the Government would allow tho 
present bill to stand over. It was impos- 
sible, during the present session, which it 
was admittedshould be short, to thorougli- 
ly and cfTectually deal witli tho Chineso 
question. • Tho resolution simply a.skcJ 
the Government to impose a very desir- 
able tax in the shape of a license. A sim- 
ilar course had been pursued in Quovns- 
land and the bill had not been disallowed. 
Ho tliought tho Govcnunent should take 
the question as to restricting Chinese im- 
migration more fully into their considera- 
tion, and'>betwcon this and next session 
frame a measure whicli could be regarded 
by botli sides of the House in a favorable 
light. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcin said the Latter part 
of tho resolution was doubtless out of 
order. Tho hon, mover appeared to for- 
get that, he was usui-ping the functions of 
the Qoverh'ment and that ho was a mem- 
ber of tho Opposition. The House had 
ordered that Bill No. r> should come up 
for discussion to-day, but in disregard of 
that order tlio leader of the Opposition 
wished to stifle and forestall debate. Tho 
tax ho proposed to impose was the one of 

'all.othera that would be most difHcult to 
collect; but he (Mr. W.) congratulated tho 
hon. niomber on Ids conversion and ad- 
mission that the Chineso ought to bo tax- 
ed in some fehapo or form. Ho(Mr. W.) 
would simply move in amendment that 
tlie Chinese question bo not now dealt 

'iwitli, nor until Bill No. 5 has boon dis- 

fiBUsaed by-tho House. , 

MiC Srtiitlio said he had no wish to em- 
barrass tho Government, but had simply 
moved the resolution to aft'ord the Govern- 
ment an opportunity of escaping from a 
moat unenviable position. With reference 
to tho allusion made by the leader of the 
Government as to his conversion he held 
tho same opinion" as he did on Monday 
last as to tho Chinese. Ho was aware 
that he had been wilfully inisreportcd in 
tho Standard, but lie did nut pay any 
attention to that circumstance, as it was 
.well known from one end of tlie Province 
to' tho other thcit the reports of that j^aper 
were always, to say the least, very in- 
correct. With reference to tlio bill in- 
troduced by tlio Government ho did not 
think it right that the Houko slioukl bo 
asked literally to assume tho duties of tho 
Government, or in other words, to frame 

- a bill because the Qovemment had evinced 
a deplonible inability to deal with it. His 
resolution afTorded them a chance to escape 
from a difliculty created by thonisclvos, 
but if they did not think fit to do so ho 
had no objection to withdraw his resolu- 
tion. 

" Without further debate hon. Mr. V/alk- 
em's amendment was then carried. 

LUNATIC A.SYLUJI. 

Mr. Harris asked tho Honorable tho 
Provincial Secretary if there have been 
any complaints with respect to tho jnan- 
agomont of tho Lunatic Asyhiin ? 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied that no 
official information with respect to the 
management of the institution had reached 
tho Govorumciit. 

/; MXJNICirAL LICENSE.S. 

The House then went into conunittco 
to consider the message of his Honor tho 
Lieut. -Governor. trcansmitting tho Muni- 
cipal and Licenses Acts Amendment Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said it was the inten- 
tion of tho bill to give municipalities 
authority to impose a half-yearly tax on 
barristers and to extend to tliom the pow- 
er to appoint their own police magistrate 
and to vuat them with the control of the 
police fonce. The committee reported in 
favor of the bill, which was then read a 
■fii'st time; second reading to-morrow, 
j, ^Hon. Mr. Beaven laid before the House 
' the public accpunts in manuscript. Or- 
■ dorea printed. ■^. T - 

THB OUINESE BILL. 

Hon. Mj.^'Walkom - moved the socond 
reading of the Chinese taxation bill. Ho 
said ho was aware it would be aincnded 
and ho would bo only too willing to re- 
ceive any suggestions from any gentleman 
opposite. Ho regretted that there seemed 
to be some objection to taxing the Chi- 
nese, but he observed that not a word was 
said when it was just this moment' pro- 



poned to tax barristers. ^Laughter.) 
With respect to the objection "to 
tho clause aa tho oinployment 
of an unlicensed Chinaman ho 
would state tliat the penalty imposed 
on tho employer could easily be avoided 
by taking good care that tho Chinaman 
had paid for his license. He proposed 
when tho House went into committee to 
reduce tho tax mentioned in tho bill from 
f GO to §10 per annum as ho w;i3 aware 
that several hon. members wore in favor 
of a reduction. Lower than §40 he was 
not prepared to go. Ho would state that 
he would be very happy during tho de- 
bate to have tho individual views of hon. 
members. Tho bill was desirable inas- 
much as it would either produce a revenue 
or exclude tlio Chinese from the shores of 
tho Province. 

Mr. Smitho regretted that tho Guvern- 
ment had resolved to push the bill througli 
tlie House because he thought in its ijres- 
ent shape it would operate very harshly 
on tho white man uistead of removing tho 
evil it was ostensibly intondedjto euro. He 
pointed out tlio Haws in tho clause which 
render an employer liable to ynpris- 
oninent with hard labor for einploj-ing a 
Chinaman not duly licensed. No matter 
how strong tho Govemmont might bo it 
was wrong for them to force such an ini- 
quitous measure on tho House. Although 
the Bill might several months honco bo 
disallowed at Ottawa, it would immediate- 
ly tho House passed it come into opera- 
tion and on that account wonld injurious- 
ly affect the fisheries. He was informed 
that there were at present 1500 Chinamen 
employed at the Frasor River canneries, 
and suuli being tho case, in order that tho 
industry might bo continued, tho proprie- 
tors would be compelled to advance tho 
Chinamen's tax or they could not employ 
them. This would represent tho largo 
sum of $45,000 wliicli would I'avo to bo 
refunded to tho iiroprietors by tho con- 
sumers. If tho Bill wore to p:v3s tho Gov- 
ernment would at once find itself with 
upwards of 1000 Mongolian slaves on their 
hands, who according to tho .Vet, would 
bo fed by thoProvhice and employed on 
the roads. It mattered little from what- 
ever standpoint tho Bill was re- 
garded, it literally bristled with 
objectionable features. Ho did not 
think the Government had sho\ra .iny 
ability in dealing with the question; but 
as they liad expressed a determination to 
send tho bill to tho committee he was 
aware that it would be useless for tho 
Opposition to attempt to reject it. He 
would therefore state that in committee 
the Opposition would do all thej' could to 
make the best of a very bad measure. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied stating 
that tho bill had been maturely consider- 
ed and carefully framed. It was intended 
both to protect the working classes and to 
benefit' the capitalist. Ho was surprised 
that, after expressing an opinion that tho 
bill would bo disallowed at Ottawa, the 
leader of tho Opposition should have to- 
day introduced a resolution to impose a 
a mining tax of $20 on Chinamen — a re- 
solution exactly similar in principle to the 
bill before tho House. It could not bo 
said that to iax Chiiiamen. was class legis- 
lation any more' than to tax barristers, 
victualloi-s and others. Tho Govornnient 
were sinccro in their de.siro to deal with 
the (picstion which was ono of tho greatest 
moment to tho entire community. Ho 
hoped a vote would be taken on tho 
measure at once, for if a majority of the 
members were opposed to the principlo of 
the bill, the sooner the House oecamo in- 
formed of it tho beetter. 

Mr. Evans spoke in favor of the bill, 
which ho believed could bo amended in 
committee to meet the requirements of 
the exigency. Ho would like to have a 
tax on Chinese when they landed, in a 
similar manner to that imposcdin Queens- 
land. No provision of that nature was 
made in tho bill, but in committee ho 
would move an amendment to offoot it. 

Mr. J. W. Williams said he was sur- 
prised that any hon. member could bo 
found to be in favor of a " poor China- 
man. " Unless measures were iniinediato- 
ly taken, not only to restrict Mongolian 
immigration, but to tax those at present 
in the country and by that means drive 
them from our shores, in a few years they 
would have control of every industiy in 
tho countiy and would number upwards 
of 20,000. Tho hon. member related 
his oxperienco of Chinamen .and expressed 
a hope that the bill would pans in spito of 
tho few who were benefitted by Asiatic 
labor.- 

The bill was then road a second time 
and committed, Mr. Pimbury in tho chair. 

Clause 1 exempts Oliinoso from the op- 
eration of the Assessment Act, 1875, and 
the 'School Tax Act, 1870, and substitutes 
the bill in lieu thereof. 

Mr. Smithe objected to it on tho 
grounds that it placed Chinese merchants 
and those Chinamen able to pay taxes in 
a better position than ever to compete 
with the white man. He moved in anieaid^ 
ment that the Cliinese bo nof exempted 
from tho Acts. 

Mr. Ash said tho bill was sailing under 
false colors. It was not intended to pro- 
vide for the better collection of taxes 
from Chinese as stated in tho preamble. 
He was sorry to be compelled to oppose 
tlic measure, but ho was one of those per- 
sijiiH who generally stuck pretty closely to 
tlie lino he thought was right. The bill 
if pa.sscd would do the Province irrepar- 
able wrong and when it reached Ottawa 
would subject tlw legislature to ridicule. 
Tlio House had met with a hope that 
something might be done in connection 
with our relations with the Federal Gov- 
ernment; but how was the business of the 
country being conducted? Time was be- 
ing frittered away in discussing a measure 
which tlio Government well knew would 
bo disallowed at OttaTrak--a;;jneasure which 
ostensibly proposed to 'do one thing, but 
in reality did the reverse. He would re- 
peat that the bill was sailing under false 
colors and that it would render the Legis- 
lature a laughing stock in Canada and 
clsowhcro. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied and said 
that the bill had been so cleverly drawn 
up that it could not possibly fail to re- 
ceive assent at Ottawa. He objected to 
tho position assumed by the hon. mem- 
ber for Comox. 

Mr. Smitho said the bill was assailable 
from almost every point. Its provisions 
were a disgrace to tlio Government and if 
jiasscd would be a lasting disgrace to tho 
Province. Ho pointed out tho difference 
between taxing a nationality and a pro- 
fession or business and said, although ho 
was strongly of opinion that something 
ought to be done to restrict Chinese im- 
niigi-ation and check an evil which would 
shortly become gigantic, ho felt confident 
that the Government had not given tho 
question proper considerati'on and that 
the measure under discussion was not 
only absurd but would injuriously affect 
the industries of the Province. He was 
sofiy .'the. Government . had jipt uitro 
a better bill. 

Mr. Vcmon said that whilst all hon. 
members admitted it was dcsirablo to tax 
Chinese it was strange that mombers of 
tho Government wore so silent on the 
provisions of the bill before the House.' 
No attempt had been made in that quar- 
ter to explain • the "' way'' in wnich 



the measure would operate. His 
own opinion was that tho bill 

would bo perfectly inoperative and 
he regarded it ;ts an absurdity. It was 
unfair to expect tho opposition to assume 
the functions of the Government and pre- 
pare a bill for them. The bill now before 
the House was_no hardship because it 
would be utterly impossible - torcany out 
its provisioiis. The Ohinanien simply 
would decline to pay the tax it imposed 
and how ho would ask could thoy bo com- 
pelled to do so? He was surprised that 
the member for Victoria City — who ho 
heard w;i3 an extensive employer of Chi- 
nese—did not give the House liis exper- 
ience pn,tho sabject and lie was also as- 
tohisKcd^hat at least one hon. member 
who, some years since, owed his election 
to Oliinamon, should now desire to tax 
them so outrageously. This to say tho 
least of it was most ungniteful. (Laugh- 
ter.) The loader of tho Government had 
said that it would bo folly to reject tho 
bin on the supposition tmt it might bo 
disallowed at Ottawa, but hon. iiipmbors 
should surely know tliat it was England, 
not Canada, who would have to deal with 
tho bill, bohig interested in it by tho pro- 
visions of a national treaty with China. 
In Canada there vfoa no occasion to have 
restrictive meaaurea passed against Chi- 
neso immigration beoiuse tnorw wore 
few Chinamen there. England was ena- 
bled to settle tnide with China under a 
constitutional treaty which provided that 
the Chineso people should have tho same 
privileges in England and its colonies or 
dependencies and Chinamen wore fully 
cognii^mt of that fact and until tho trea- 
ty expired or some modification of it 
were mutually agreed upon by tho two 
countries it would bo futile to pass any 
such absurd, discriminativo measure as 
that before tlie House. Ho would sup- 
port tho Queensland Act which was 
framed on a diflerent principle, provided 
it was adjusted so as to make it nioro ap- 
plicable to this Province.' How did tho 
Government propose to collect this tax 
in remote di.strietsf He ctmiputcd there 
were about 3000 Uhiuauien in tho Prov- 
ince and oven at §-10 the gross sum would 
bo §120,000, whereas tho present rovenuo 
derived from taxation in tho entire Prov- 
ince amounted to only, about §124,000. 
Taking Kooten.ay for example tho hon. 
gentleman pointed out that there in tlio 
ofiicial report for 1877 there were some 
03 Chinamen mining and only 19 whito- 
ineii in that locality. 

Mr. Wilson hero rose and called tho 
hon. member to order and asked him to 
keep to the clause under discussion. 

Sir. Vonion replied that he was doing 
so. 

ilr. Ash said that so far as ho had ob- 
served the member for Yale had kept more 
closely to tho question than any member 
who had yet spoken. It was most absurd 
for the hon. member who had just risen, 
and who, ho was informed, employed 
many Chinese, to occupy the time of the 
House with frivolous objoction.s. The 
fact of the Governmoiit being supported 
by eiuployors of Chinese seemed to indi- 
cate insuicority on tho part of the Gov- 
emmont, .who could have no idea that tlie 
bill would ho sanctioned. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni said he might with 
just as good grace allude to tho profession 
of the hou. member for Comox and inti- 
mate that he had been asked by Chineso 
doctors— brethren in the profession — to 
oppose the bill. 

Mr. Aali — ^If tho hon. gentloroan will 
mako a reiilark of that nature outside tho 
House I shall know how to deal with him. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Vernon, continuing, said that ho 
had not spoken to a person outside of tho 
House who had not ridiculed tho bill and 
declared it to bo a perfect farco. It would 
bo impossible to collect the tax, imposed, 
as the Chinamen would know that tho 
bill wa-s illegal and would fiatly decline to 
pay a cent Under it. Tho bill would make 
this Province the laughing stock of Canada 
and England. A Government that intro- 
duced such a measure, was a fit subject 
for ridicule ; but when he considered it 
was supported by such men as tho member 
for Victoria City, who had given notice of 
his intention to bring forward a bill to 
exempt firoiaen from the school tax, ho 
was not surprised. Ho thought tho fire- 
men, whoso services could not bo too 
highly valued, would not thank him, as 
it was notliing'lesi! than an insult to them, 
but it was in keeping with the iiicasuro 
before tho House. Tho bill was a dis- 
gi'acQ to the Government, and those who 
framed.it wore positively unfit to govern. 
He did not propose to, waste the afternoon 
in discussing such a shameful measure ; 
it really was not entitled to the name of a 
bill .and until something reasonable caino 
before the House he would leave his seat. 
He beliovod his constituents elected him 
for some better purpose than discussing 
measures which wore not only an insult to 
the House but a disgrace to tho Govern- 
ment with whom tliey originated. 

Tho lu)n. gentleman then left his seat. 

Mr. McGillivray said the Chineso ques- 
tion w;is of great importance to the coun- 
try and to tho diSlrictof Now Westminster 
especially. Ho approred of the principlo 
of taxing the Chineso, but ho was also in 
favor of the amendment offered by the 
member for Cowiclian, as he did not think 
it right to exempt wealthy Chinese mercli- 
r.nts and othei-s able to pay real, personal 
and school tax from tho operation of the 
acts alluded to in the first clause of tho 
bill. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven .said the amendment 
was intended to defeat tho eiula of the 
bill, which ho contended w.as tho same as 
the Australian Bill, and thought the Hou.se 
should go on with it as it stood. Tho 
House was legislating for tho g{iod of the- 
country and, therefore, if anyone could 
throw out any suggestion which would bo 
conducive to tho good of tho country ho 
folt sure the Government would agree to it. 

Mr. Smitho said tho hon. gentleman 
might just .as well call him an infamous 
man as to say that ho (Mr. Smitho) did 
not wish to tax Chinamen. It amounted 
to charging liim with having uttered un- 
truths to-day, on Monday last, and on 
many a former occasion when he had 
stated distinctly that he was in favor of 
dealing with tho Chinese question. Ho 
was strongly in favor of taxing tho Chinese, 
but he certainly thought it would bo 
better to follow tho Queensland Act. One 
is a poll tax and tho other is a business 
license, tho proposed act. being nothing 
more than a poll tax. 

The aniondmont was then put and lost. 

Clause 2 — Mr. Wilson suggested that 
the tax only be enforced on Chinese per- 
sons over a certain age, say 16 or 18. 

Mr. Mara said this proposed amend- 
ment proved to him that tho hon. gentle- 
man was opposed to tho bill. 

Mr. Smitho said tho difficulty in collect- 
ing the School Tax was because tho age 
was fixed at 18 and every Chinaman sum- 
moned swore positively that he was under 
■tlia^.age,V ? OM^ are under 18, 
and when they aire called on to pay a tax 
invariably swear to that effect though thoy 
may bo 40 or 60 years of ago. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he must object 
to any amendment. Chineso women he 
knew were mere slaves and only last week 
ono' was sold for $700, He thought the 
women wore nibst undesirable immigrants 



and that they should therefore be taxed 
just as well ^ the men. As for fixing the 
age at 18 he had no objection. 

Mr, Wilson said he had no objection to 
tlie women being taxed, hut did not think 
tho children should be taxed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that tho word 
twenty in schedule A. be inserted for 
thirty. Carried. 

Clauses 3, 4, 5 and C passed. 

Mr. Mam moved to amend the 4th luio 
of clause 7 by inserting thelword f two " 
before the letter " a." ■ 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected, in that it was 
ver>- dilHcult to get two justices of the 
peace together. 

Mr. Hands^desired to know why a per- 
son should bellable'^for this dum whoHiip- 
pencd to employ a Ohinaman' for two or 
three days, Uie'^^aaid Ohinaman having no 
license? 

Mr. Beaven said this clause onlj' ap- 
plied to ciLses where tho employer refused 
to supply the collector with a list of 
Chinamen in hia employ. . ~ 

Mr. Mara called tho attention of tho 
Government and their supporters to the 
stand thoy had taken last year on the 
question of ono justice being employed 
even in small cases where the fine was 
only §10, and asked if Mr. Walkem would 
like to be subject to tho decision of somo 
single justices of the peace whom he knew 
of and need not bo particularized. 

Mr. Wnlkom — Ah! but I am not a Chi- 
nanuui, though. 

Mr. Bounott said ho did not consider 
it was right that ono justice of the peace 
should have so largo a power placed in 
his hands, especially when it is well-known, 
that many J.P.s are really not competent 
to deal with such questions alone. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Smitho said ho would must certain- 
ly support this aniondmont. Tho loader 
of the Governmont had revealed liimsolf 
ill his true colors when he had exclaimed, 
in answer to a lionie thrust of Mr. MaraV 
Ah ! but I am not a Oliinaman. Ho ought 
to bo heartily ashamed of himself — he 
who had boon trained to tho logal profes- 
sion. He who liad appeared time and 
again in a Court presided over by English 
judges engaged in carrying out the pro- 
visions of tlie grand old English law of 
wliich wo are all so proud; that law whicli 
recognizes no distinction of persons, in 
tho eyes of which all aro alike, rich and 
poor, whatever bo tlioir nationality or 
race, whatever be tho color of their skin, 
bo it white or dark or yellow. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho advantages of educati(jii and training 
which the Goveriinient Loader had en- 
joyed, had evidently been thrown away 
upon liim, and here we found tho Attorney 
General of the Province, who in the nat- 
ural course of things no doubt hopes some 
day to attain a seat upon the bench, ac- 
tually talking a position in common with 
the most ignorant of tho populace and 
saying, Ah ! but I am not a Chinaman. 
Ho ought to bo asliaincd of himself. He 
ought to blush for himself if, indeed that 
wore jjossible. 

Hon. Jlr. Walkem said it would be 
bettor to have ono justice because tlioy 
cannot at uU times find two justices. If 
tho two justices wore insisted on it would 
be just as well to move at once for a six 
months' hoist. 

Hon. Mr. Ilumplireyflsaid with the pres- 
ent taxes it was impossible to collect them 
if they could not summons defaulters 
before one justice of the peace, 
yet at the samo time in liis private 
opinion a person had a bettor opportunity 
of getting justice at tho hand of two jus- 
tices, but in this case thoy had itfrom the 
collectors that it would bo well to invest 
them with extra powers. 

Mr. Smitho said tho hon. gentleman had 
spoken strongly in favor of tlio amend- 
ment when he stated that in his opinion 
aperaon hada better chance of justice 
from two justices of tho peace than from 
ono. As for tho Assessment Act, 1877, it 
had previously been tho custom to have 
only ono justice; but the member for 
Kootenay moved strongly.in favor of two 
justices. This had been adopted by the 
Govemmont and they wore now unwilling 
to go back to the old forini' He consid- 
ered it most advisable to have two justices. 

Mr. Mara said he was not surprised at 
tho Provincial Secretary changing his 
views, but he w.as with tho leader of tho 
Government, who had so strongly opposed 
every clause in bills introduced last session 
wliore a single justice was to bo employed. 

Mr. Walkem said cacli bill wont on its 
own merits and in this instance no further 
evidence was required than that tho collec- 
tors had difilculty in collecting the tax,. 

Mr. Evans said that though he strongly 
objected to any ono justice having the 
power, yet in this instance bethought 
ono justice was quite sufficient, especially 
as the amendment was likely to kill the 
bill. 

The clause then' passed. 

Clause 8 — Mr. Smitho considered this a 
very objectionable clause. A €hinaman 
might obtain another Chinaman's license. 
This is found out by the collector and the 
employer is mado responsible for it, though 
at the s.amo time he is ro.ally entirely in- 
nocent of intent to infringe tho act. It 
might be the moans of doing great injury 
to white men, wlio, although not guilty of 
any wrong-doing knowingly, may by somo 
of tho single justicos already spoken of bo 
made to suffer tho extreme penalty and be 
subjected to hard labor for two months. 

Mr. McGillivray said ho was afraid tho 
bill would bo instrumental in filling our 
gaols, and suggested the addition of a 
clause empowering any person to employ 
a Chinaman witliout his having a license, 
on condition that as Koon as a suliicient 
sum has been earned by him the employer 
will immediately take out a license and 
deduct tho value thereof from his wages; 
or, failing to do so, be fined §100 for every 
Chinaman he oinita to obtain a license for. 

Mr. Beaven said this act was almost 
word for word the Queensland Act. 

The clause then jaasod and the commit- 
tee rose, reported ijrogress and asked leave 
to sit again. 

Leave granted for to-morrow. 

Tho House then adjourned till 2 p. m. 
to-morrow.'

By Mr. Galbraith, on Friday next, 
question of the Provincial Secretary — 
What action (if any) has the Government 
taken in regard to a resolution of this 
House, polBSod Februaiy 22nd, 1878, pray- 
ing that His Honor tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor -/ill cause the Dominion Govern- 
ment to bo informed of the pressing need 
for tho establishment of such agencies as 
exist in other parts of the Dominion 
amongst certain Lidian tribes of this Prov- 
ince? 

Mr. Bennett, on Friday next, to move 
for a return of all correspondence between 
tho Lands and Works Department and C. 
O'Keefo, and tho Lands and Works De- 
partment and tho Indian Commissioners 
relating to the award by theOonimiBBionerB 
to the Lidiiins of certain lands at Okanagan 
claimed by C. O'Keefo.
